JCP  EYES  ELECTRONIC  ACCESSIBILITY 

Several  pilot  projects  in  which  Federal  depository  libraries  would  receive 
Federal  information  in  electronic  form  and  provide  it  to  the  general  public 
free  of  charge,  are  being  considered  by  Congress's  Joint  Committee  on 
Printing. 

Committee  Chairman  Sen.  Charles  McC.  Mathias,  Jr.  has  announced  that  a 
hearing  on  the  proposal  will  begin  at  2 p.m.,  June  26  in  Room  106,  Dirksen 
Senate  Office  Building,  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  pilot  program  was  recommended  by  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  the  JCP. 

"The  Federal  depository  library  program  was  established  by  Congress  to 
provide  Federal  Government  information  to  the  public  through  libraries,"  Sen. 
Mathias  recalled.  "Traditionally  the  information  has  been  provided  in  paper 
and  microform. 

"However,  as  more  and  more  Federal  information  is  being  produced  arfe 
accessed  through  electronic  means,  depository  libraries  and  other  users  have 
become  anxious  to  receive  some  information  in  electronic  format."
